and demanding justice for her 
sister. 

Wagner barked in response: 
“Lana, why would you even 
bring up anything like that?” 

Then Wagner melted down. 

“You have accused me!” he 
blurted out. “You have accused 
me of murdering her!” 

In a sensational world exclu- 
sive, the 86-year-old former 
leading man’s bizarre behavior 
at a Hyatt Regency hotel was 
caught on camera by GLOBE! 

Lana, 69, faced off with the 
former “Hart to Hart” TV hunk 
as he sported a dapper white 
suit for a luncheon honoring 
his current wife, Jill St. John. 

Natalie’s kid sister told 
GLOBE she was devastated 
when she learned Wagner 
refused to cooperate with the 
Los Angeles County Sheriff’s 
Department detectives investi- 
gating the case, which officially 
re-opened in November 2011. 

The stunning star of “West 
Side Story” was 43 when she 
died off California’s Catalina 
Island. She and Wagner had 
been entertaining her “Brain- 
storm” co-star Christopher 
Walken aboard their yacht, 
“Splendour,” in the hours 
before her death. 

Originally, Natalie’s pass- 
ing was ruled an “accidental 
drowning.” 

But in 2012 Natalie’s 
autopsy report was changed 
— and her cause of death was 
ruled “drowning and other 
undetermined factors” after 
strange bruises were found 


on her body. 

Splendour captain Dennis 
Davern has long claimed foul 
play was involved in Natalie’s 
death. 

Passing a police polygraph, 
he directly implicated Wag- 
ner, saying the jealous actor 
had a violent fight with Nata- 
lie before she vanished. He 
also claimed Wagner delayed 
the search to find her for 
SEVERAL HOURS! 

And GLOBE recently 
reported Walken has given 
investigators damning testi- 
mony about that fatal night. 

L.A. County Sheriff’s homi- 
cide division Lt. John Corina, 
who is heading the new probe, 
says Wagner is being uncoop- 
erative because “he probably 
feels like we’re looking at him 
as a suspect.”

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T wisted teen Michelle 
Carter cruelly drove her 
18-year-old boyfriend to 
suicide — even egging 
him on during a phone call 
as he slowly died of carbon 
monoxide poisoning, charge 
prosecutors. 

In chilling text messages 
recovered by police, 17-year- 
old Michelle later confessed 
to a girlfriend she could have 
kept Conrad Roy III from kill- 
ing himself! 

At one point, as Conrad felt 
the poison working, the youth 
became fearful of dying and 
fled his fume-filled truck. 

“Like honestly, I could have 
stopped it,” Michelle wrote. 
“I was on the phone with him 
and he got out...” 

But the Plainville, Mass., 


monster wrote she told the 
reluctant boy “to get back in” 
and finish killing himself. 

Now the heartless teen has 
been charged with manslaugh- 
ter in the boy’s July 12, 2014 
suicide. 

He was found dead in a 
K-Mart parking lot, killed by 
fumes from a gas-powered 
pump he installed in his truck. 

Her trial in juvenile court 
was postponed when her attor- 
neys filed an appeal to the 
state Supreme Judicial Court 
claiming she can’t be tried for 
manslaughter because all she 
did was talk to Roy. A hearing 
is slated for May. 

“This is clearly just speech,” 
says her lawyer Joseph 
Cataldo. “There was no physi- 
cal action taken by Michelle.” 


But prosecutors charge the 
icy-hearted brunette brain- 
washed Roy, who she only met 
a few times during their mostly 
Internet-based relationship. 

Learning he was depressed, 
she convinced him suicide was 
his best option, lawmen say. 

“She told him he was ‘strong’ 
enough to execute his suicide 
plan and would be happy once 
he was dead,” say prosecutors. 

Texts showed the teen accus- 
ing him of “always” seeming 
“to have an excuse.” 

Ironically, Michelle seems to 
know her act was criminal. 

After Roy’s death, she texted 
a pal if cops “read my mes- 
sages with him I’m done... I 
can go to jail.” 

Prosecutors intend to make 
her prediction to come true.

SCIENTISTS have found a way to regrow 
the human skull using newly discovered 
stem cells - which could mean a bright- 
er future for those affected by injury or 
deformity. 

The discovery by researchers at Uni- 
versity of Rochester Medical Cen- 
ter might one day remove the 
need for facial bone trans- 
plants, as bones required 
could be grown rather than 
found from donors. 

The team spent several 
years examining a condi- 
tion called craniosynostosis, 
a condition that leads to skull 
deformity in infants. Specifi- 
cally, they were hoping to find stem-cell 
therapy for the condition, focusing on 


the function of a gene named Axin2, 
and a mutation that causes the defor- 
mity in mice. 

They found that the Axin2 gene con- 
tains stem calls responsible for skull 
formation and injury repair because it 
regenerates the skeleton. 

The study also suggests 
that the skeletal stem cells 
could prove helpful when 
it comes to fighting bone 
diseases. 

"Our findings demon- 
strate [Axin2 cells'] true 
identity as skeletal stem 
cells with innate capacities to 
replace the damaged skeleton 
in cell-based therapy," according to 
the reasearch team.

arrest, Cosby, a Temple grad, 
was released on $1 million bail 
as he awaits trial. 

Former Boston prosecutor 
Wendy Murphy, now a vic- 
tims’ advocate, tells GLOBE, 
“It’s no surprise that he thinks 
he’s entitled to a plea bargain. 
Remember, this is a guy who 
thinks he has a ‘right’ 
to DRUG and RAPE 
unconscious women! 

“Allegations from up 
to 50 women have been 
leveled against him for 
decades, and until now 
he’s always managed 
to brush them off,” says 
Wendy. “Yet as his 
trial date gets ever closer, and 
knowing that the prosecution 
has an iron-clad case against 
him, it’s finally dawned on him 
that he’s likely to spend his 
last days in a stark prison cell.

“Up 
until then, he’d convinced 
himself his fame, power and 
wealth meant there would he 
no chance that he’d end up in a 
prison jumpsuit. But now he’s 


terrified that’s exactly what 
lies in store for him and that’s 
why he wants no part of a trial. 

“Coshy’s lawyers are work- 
ing on a disgraceful deal where 
he can plead no contest to a 
charge of unwanted attention, 
and skate free without serving 
a day of prison time or getting 
any probation,” says Wendy. 

“That’s the kind of ‘slap on 
the hand’ punishment some 
stalker might get for repeat- 
edly contacting a love interest, 
instead of punishing Cosby 
for being a serial rapist with a 
long string of victims. 

“Cosby wants to avoid being 
listed on any sexual offender 
registry, demanding special 
treatment for his sickening 
crimes,” says Wendy. 

“Coshy wants to 
stick to his bogus story 
that his horrible ‘drug 
and sex’ attack on 
Constand was a con- 
sensual affair. 

“He’s hoping to get 
prosecutors to help 
him with that lie. His 
lawyers think he can get this 
sweet deal from prosecutors 
because Andrea waited a year 
to report the assault and took 
money in a civil suit against 
him. 

“They’re arguing his age, 
weakened health and failing 
eyesight mean any prison time 
will be a death sentence. 

“But there are plenty of old 
and ailing perverts behind 
bars doing their time. Cosby 
doesn’t deserve any favors.”
